—There were received n'cently for 
id(‘ntifieation at the V. S. National Museum speeimeus of au uu- 
familiar labiate* plant of strikiuf; app('ara.uee eolhrted near Owen 
Sound, Ontario, by Mr. W. Ji. Me('oll. It ])roved to be .S7w7u/.f 
Utnaiit Jaecp, a native ol\ the Caneasns n'fjion, which has perhaps 
not been reporteel j)revionsly from North .America, although no thor¬ 
ough search of literature has been made for v(‘rifieation ot this point. 
A somewhat similar species, Siaduju gcnuauica L., has been found 

on ballast in the eastern United States. 

In general features Sfaclu/a l(ni(if(i is (piite unlike our native species 
of the genus, and when growing it must be very conspicuous. It is 
a rather tall, coar.se perennial with large leaves and den.s<‘ flower 
spikes, and all parts are closely cov(‘red with long, white, matted 
hairs. Mr. MeColl has kindly communicated the following informa¬ 
tion, which s('ems to indicate that tlu* spi'cies has become well estab¬ 
lished; “ Until this fall I never saw the j)lant e.\ce])t for a small clump 
growing on a gra.s.sy roadside in Syd(*nham Township, (iray County, 
Ontario. This fall, however, 1 came across a patch of it |)crhaps 
4(K) yards long by KM) yards wide, on a gra.s.sy, sloping hillside facing 
the east, west of which is limestone rock about -10 feet high, with 
plenty of talus in front. The jdants grow from the talus down the 
slope, and appear to prefer dry situations. Rev. Dr. Campbell ot 
Montri'al has combed western Ontario rather carefully and di<l not 
find the plant, but Mr. Newton Tripp of Forest, Ontario, found a 
specimen a year ago and s<‘nt it to the (bieli)h Agricultural College, 
wlu're they named it ‘sheep’s lug.’ Apparently the j)lant is rare. 
Out.side of the big lot found this fall, I know of no other station for 
it. Mr. Maynard, upon whose farm the plants grow, says that 
whih' th(‘y spread rapidly from seed, tliiw are easily kilh'd by [ilough- 
ing umh'r once. ”—R\ni, ('. Standi.ky.'
